The Assistant
Distriet Attorney submitted the case under the
charge of the Recorder. Hix Honor directed them
to diseard the admission of guilt by the prisoner
himzelf, and confine themselves to the consideration
of the other pointse. These were vory meagre, eon-
sisting principally in the facility which the defend-
ant Lud of committing the offence.

Charge of Perjury Against an  Attorney.—
An Episode in the ** Shivt Case” Controversy.——
James Ferguson, whose litigations have elaimed so
much sttention from our eourts, civil and eriminal, for
the past five or six years, chisfly originating with
the colebrated divoree suit, known as the **shirt
ease,” wad placed on trinl, indicted for falsely swonr-
ing before the Court of Specinl Seasions. on the 26th
November, 1550, that the present complainant,
George P. Brush, had assaulted Lim on the 16th
(tuy of Mareh, 1850, on his going to serve him with
a subpena.

Hon. A. L. Jordan and Hon, . A, Talmadge ap-
penred for the defence.

Mr. A. 0. Hall opened the case, and read the in-
dictment  He procecded to state the eirenmstanoes,
showivg that the defendant had complained, in the
firsl iostanee, before the police magistrate—had
then gone to the grond jury, and finally to the
Hpeoinl Sessions—upon which ocensions, as also
in u eivil euit, he hod sworn to the saome state of
fiots.

Mr. Jordan objected. Nouwa of these faets wore
alle ged in the indictment, and could not be given
in evidenee; he therefore submitted that connsel
oug bt not to state them in the opening.

klr Hall supposed he had the right to give them
in evidenee, wnd should eertainly offer them all.
An eloment in the erims was the corruptness, or
mulice; and the repented nots of the prisoner, in the
svme courge of melion, waes, he contended, not only
competent but most proper evidenee of malice, and
he certainly had a right to it in hiz opening.

Mr. Jordan replied, it resolved itself into a ques-
tion whether they had theright to give these things
in evidence, and prove other cases agninst his
client.  The indictment roferrod to the Hpeisl
Sesatons only, and to thal they must confine them-
selves.

The Court thought, in” tho present stage, that
the Distriet Attorney should conflne himself to the
spocifie perjury charged—aut o future one, they might
go into the question of malice.

the first to recognise Liberia's national existonoe,
and has given her substantinl tokens of good will,
There is enough in England's connection with the
Tradetown country to justify ber in * inquiring inte
the difficulty’ between the three chiofs and the
Liberian authorities, for although the sovercignty
of that country was ceded to Liberia by Boyer,
its acknowledged chief, for n well understood conside~
ration, yet this was done with a reservation made
nocesanry by the fuet that two English merchants,
Mesars. Lawrenco and Murray, had purchased thoroin
ihe right Lo & gile or siles for factorics. Now, it haa
seen  asgerted by Liberin, that Mr. Lawrence
prompted Beyer to rebellion and resistance to Libe-
rinn authority. This is reiternted in the Herald be~
foro us, These and other ciroumstances made it ine
cumbent upon the English commander to institute
inquiries, such interferenee not being of his own
seeking, but forced upon him by the repented alle-
galions of the Liberian authoritics. ith respeek
to the mode ef conducting the inguiry, wo really
find no established fact—nothing having the appesr-
vnee of neeredited truth—that is not computible
with felings of friendship, and a desive to do justice.

These nro evils common to
any new settlement, and can only bo overcome by
cournge and prudence. The Liberians have givem
ovidence of the possession of these virtues, and we
bave no fear of their rapid and pecmanont prosperity.
